The existence of at ltist two great 


political parties in i nation is essential 
to its n elfire for the\ act is checks 
and counter checks upon each other 
It is a sid da\ for the people when one 
of the-e parties become so strong is 
to ottei'v disregard the existence of 
the other 
Approximate equilibrium 


of the parties is alwa^» safer for the 
nation 


The immense revenues collected and 


rtisbursec" ami the consequent pitrom0'(- 
of the government in the emploj ment of 
more than one hundred officials lia\e 
a tendency to create a s} stem of fraud 
and corruption and cause the dishonest 
men in the minority p<irtj to gravitate 
to the majority part} thus mcreising 
the already prevailing fraud ind cor 
ruotion 
It would be greatly to the 


interests of the people and honest gov 
ernment i* the administrators Qf public 
affdirs could be frequently chinged 
The history of the past has show n 
that every party with a long leise 
of power 
has 
grown corrupt ind 


when that condition has been i each 
ed the corrupt element have so strong 
h 
entrenched themselves thit it 


is almost impossible to oust them 
Nearly every la"ge cuy in the Lnited 
b*ites exemplifies and proves this is 
sertion 


It is not inv purpose to discuss the 


principles of the two greit pait cs ID 
the Lnited State" m this short irticle 
I will only mention the causes whicn 
led to their origin and the names 
whi h thej assumed and the changes 
of *hese names au intervals 


When the constitution of the Lnited 


btate' -was under consideration ind 
after its adoption hj the requisite num 
ber of states in I~s9 the cleavage "be 
tween these two great parties begin 
Thomas Jefferson, at the head of his 
party which was called Republican 
was opposed to e»rtam provisions in 
the constitution before its adoption 
and after its adoption contended for a 
stri"t construction of the instrument 
And Uexander Himilton at the held 
ofhispa-tj called Fedeial advocated a 
liberal construction or as some have 
said ' in impl ed construction 
In i 


general way this cleivage has rem un 
ed between these parties to this da\ 
While many other new issues have 
arisen which in their consideration and 
adoption have frequently led members 
of one party to cross the political line 
and support the meisures of the other 
partv 
The old Kenublican or Jeffer 


son party has represented the conscr 
vative element of the county ind 
while it has changed the name from 
the Republican to the Democratic pirt\ 
it has not from the birth of the repub 
he lost the identity of its orginiza- 
tion 
It began as the 
Anti Feder 


al pirtj by opposing some of the 
provisions of the constitution and it 
has generally been a paitv of resist 
ance to changes ever since 
It has op 


posed nearly eveiy increase of Federal 
authoritj 
In al1 this course of action 


the pirty has been on the con»erva 
live side and has been true to its tradi 
tion of resistance to the enlargement 
of 1 ederal powers 


It has "been otherwise with the Fed 


eral party that represents the progres 
sive elements of the countrj 
' The\ 


have not "been mere continuations one 
of another under new mines but eich 
has had a new birth or new orgimzd 
tion, characterized bj a new name 
new leidership frequently new pur 
poses 
(E I Wheeler) Theoldled- 


ernl pirty died in IslC .0 years be'ore 
the Whig party was born and the 
Whig partv pres-rved its organisation 
and identity (though not in name) for 
tw o presidential terms after the birth 
of the new Republican partv 
In l^S 


the present Republican partv w is or 
ganized in Philadelphia 
Its leaders 


were able intellectual aggressive and 
determined men 
They drew the Fiee 


boil elements of both the Democratic 
and W hig parties in the north and the 
greater part of the Abolition partj to 
their standard

shows the names of the seveial politi 
cal parties which hive voted at *he 
presidential elections from the first 
election in 17»9 up to 1904

great parties are named first and then 
the names of the parties on side issues

KosEU'h was cno of the noblest patri- 
ots that ever lived, his devotion,Tieart

K. Casiatt, son of President Cascatt, of 
the Pennsylvania, admitted that the 
Keystone Coal acd Coke company, of 
which he IB preiident,had been especi- 
ally favored in the distribution of cars 
and in rates so is. to be able to under- 
sell Its rivals. Car Distributor Clark 
told of special assignment* cf cars to 
the Berwind-Whits Coal company up 
to 500 a day on oiders from general 
officers. 


All this 1s nothing short of a conspir- 


acy. In ihort it limply consisted In the 
Pennsylvania and other railroads fail- 
Ing or refusing to deliver cars to coal 
operators who did net surrender to offi- 
cials of the orryirg roads blccksof 
stock. 


Through the whole f chtme the people 


have suffered. The system of rebates 
and car discrimination ht,s largely pre- 
vented ccmpetiticn asd kept up the 
price of cca! which the plain people 
paid, thus enabling the coal companies 
to grow rich and also the railroad cffi- 
eials.

WESTERN CORRESPONDENT 


Wrltei Interfiling Account of Observa- 


tion! In North Dakota. 


BISMABK, N. D., May 33.—The west 


ern frontier has largely disappeared, 
but there it still an uprorth. The 
thousands of uncultivated acres be- 
tween Brand Forks, N. D., and Great 
Falls, Mont,, indicate that the wilder- 
ness has not been driven back all 
along the line. 


North Dakota la pre-eminently an 


agricultural state. 
Her other indus- 


tries combined are small in compari- 
son with 
her 
farming interests 


Three fourths of the entire population 
of the state are engaged in or directly 
interestad in agriculture and living 
mainly off the products of the farm. 
The value of the agricultural products 
of North Dakota per capita is higher 
than in any other state in the union. 
According to the United Stites cen- 
sus it wai $214 par capita or an aver- 
age of that amount for each man, 
woman and child in the s'ata. South 
Dakota reported $175 per capita and 
Minnesota 
8145 per cipita. North 


Dakota ships over one hundred thou- 
sand carloads of its products to mar- 
ket annually and literally feeds the 
world from its "bread basket," as the 
Red River valley rai long been 
known. 


Oae would have to go a long way to 


flnd a more thriving or prosperous 
agricultural section than wlthiu the 
boundaries of the Red Rivar valley 
No matter what part of the valley you 
visit yon flnd evidence of thrift and 
prosperity on every hand. The Red 
River valley is in a class by itself. As 
the "bread basket of the world" it 
has made 1ha fame of North Dakoia 
world wide. 


Ia the development of the railread 


systems of the northwest, and the 
transportation inteieats as well, Grand 
Forks is rapidly becoming an import- 
ant railway centre. 


A small mill in a prairie city is not 


common, but Grand Forks hai an ex- 
eallent saw mill and planing mill, but 
they borrow their logs from their 
neighbors on the east, 


To the west of the Red River valley 


is that rapidly growing and prosperous 
district of the state known as the 
Devils Lake conntry, and with the city 
of Devils Lake as Its chief centre. 


The Devils Lake country is rapidly 


losing the newness in appearance in- 
cident to the early years, of settle- 
ment. The farmers are building new 
and better houses and barns, planting 
trees and otherwise improving their 
farms. 


Divils lake is one of nature's beau- 


ty spots and ia a most picturesque and 
interesting body of water. It is the 
only body of inland salt water in the 
United States, excepting the Great 
SiH Lake. The lake is very irregular 
in form with a shore liae of more than 
three hundred miles, its lecgtfi ii 
about sixty milee. 


North of Devils lake is a chain of 


smaller lakes furnishing the best geese 
or duck hunting in the United States. 
To the northwest cf Djvils lake is 
the Turtle Mountain district, com- 
prieing the county of Roletta ard 
eastern Bottineau county. Still fur- 
ther west is the Mouse river country, 
a large and rapidly developing agricul- 
tural district, included within the ter- 
ritory watered by the Mouse river in 
its circuitous route from Canada and 
bask again. 


Minot it the chief city of this sect- 


tion, and within the past f aw years has 
developed from a small frontier town 
to the third city of the state in popu- 
lat'oo, and a commercial and railroad 
centre of considerable importance, en 
joying a large, and steady retail trade 
and also becoming a wholesale distrib- 
uting point 
Minot has many fine 


business blocks, elegaut schools and 
fina residences. 


Between 1886 and 1339 there were 


shipped from Minot 6,780 tons of buffa- 
lo bones. The bleeched bone of a buf- 
falo weighs about 50 pounds, indicat- 
ing that 859,300 buffaloes were killed 
to furrish these bones. 


The western ptrt of the state has 


become known by common consent as 
the Missouri slope country. 
It has 


long been a great stock raising dis- 
trict, but it is only within three or four 
years that it his t;en coming into note 
as a farming distric'. 


The first impression one geti of the 


bad lauds is that they are rightly 
named, they certainly look barren and 
desolate. I shall spend a few days in 
the bad lands this week and will have 
something to say about them in my 
next letter. 


Somehow an impression hai gone 


out that North Dakota is "way out at 
the jamping off place," but they are 
not so far from moderm Improvements 
after all. 


North Dakota is the only stite in the 


union to have a trolly line of its own 
The Una now in opeiation between 
Bismark and the state capitol grounds 
was built by state appropriation »nd 
operated for the convenience of the 
state employees working at the capitol 
and living or boarding at Bismark, 


The women of North Dakota are not 


only taking a very active interest in 
literature and kindred objects, but 
they are strongly organizsd for work 
along tempsrancs, religions and other 
lines of aggressive work 


It's a long time between drinks in 


North Dakota. Last week we traveled 
800 miles in this new state ani could 
not find a saloon, and did not see a 
drunken mans but in every 1own of 
any size, we found from oae to five 
churches, well painted, and to all ap- 
pearances well supported. 
Leeds, a 


place of 700, has four good churches, 
and the 
excellent school buildings 


will attract attention in every part of 
the state, but the wages of the teach- 
ers are not what they ought to b-. 


North Dakota people are proverbial- 


ly hospitable and scclal in tempera- 
ment. They are given to making more 
home life and 
the advan'ages of 


music, literature art, soc'al privileges 
and kindred enjoyments than is tte 
case in many sections.

When posies inside wedding rings 


were first introduced does not seem to 
be Known. Time has covered that, as 
he does so many things, with the moss- 
es of oblivion, but we know that from 
the sixteenth century until the middle 
5>f the eighteenth It was customary to 
Save them engraved on rings. These 
posies or mottoes are seldom to be 
found with more than two lines of 
verse and often with only- one, but 
there are a few instances known where 
three lines are used. Some of these po- 
sies are very quaint and curious, and a 
few reach a high standard of poetic 
beauty. In 1042 a small collection of 
rhymes was published with the title of 
"Love's Gnrlaud: or. Posies For Rings, 
Handkerchiefs and Gloves and Such 
Pretty Tokens That Lovers Send Their 
Loves." It contains some posies that 
are not to be met with elsewhere and 
is a very interesting work, though but 
few people seem to have heard of It 
The South Kensington museum has a 
good collection of posy rings, and 
among them we flnd the following: 
"United hearts, death only parts;" 
"Let us share in joy and care," "Love 
and live happily." There Is a story 
to the effect that Dr. John Thomas, 
who was bishop of Lincoln in 1753, 
caused to be inscribed inside his fourth 
wife's wedding ring:

Making 
Soldier^' 
Monuments

^W^HBEE are over eighty national 
• 
cemeteries in the United States, 


B 
iu which are burled in the 
neighborhood of 400,000 sol 


diers and sailors, of whom nearly one- 
third are unknown. These graves are 
marked, sometimes by monuments for 
groups of soldiers, sometimes by indi- 
vidual slabs. The cemeteries are scat- 
tered through twenty-eight states and 
territories, and one is located at Meii- 
co City, Mexico. Virginia beads the 
list with seventeen, Tennessee follows

with seven, Kentucky has six and oth- 
er states and territories, mostly in the 
south, each a smaller number. The 
most notable of these government bu- 
rial grounds is at Arlington, Va. 


No nation has ever cared for its de- 


fenders as has America. 
Republics 


may he imgititeful, but monarchies are 
more bo. The nations of the old world 
rear costly monuments to generals 
admirals aud what not, but the common 
soldier is neglected, to lie as he fell or 
to be piled with others in an unmark- 
ed trench. But democracy marks the 
resting place of the private as well as 
that of the captain. The leader is not 
less regarded than in the lands gov- 
erned by kings and aristocracies, but 
the average man is more regarded. 
How could this democratic tendency be 
more beautifully typihed than in our 
treatment of our dead soldiers? Nor 
Is the care confined to northern men 
alone. There are in the neighborhood 
of 10,000 Confederate dead In these 
various cemeteries, and it is safe t( 
say that their graves are as tenderly 
cherished as are those of the Union 
side. 


Much of the credit for Inaugurating 


our national cemetery policy is due to 
aa almost unknown underclerk in vari- 
ous military departments who was ac- 
cidentally killed by falling under a 
train in Chicago iu 1903. His name was 
Thomas Brougham Baker. Through- 
out the war between the states he la- 
bored indetatigabiy to have the gov- 
ernment set aside national cemeteries 
for the burial of the soldiers. When he 
presented the plan to an underofflcial 
of the war department it was only to 
meet a rebuff. Then be took the case 
to Secretary Cameron, only to face 
defeat again. But he would not give 
up. He kept besieging Cameron till 
finally the doors were shut against 
him. When Edwin M. Stanton was 
made secretary of war Baker went to 
him and met a more favorable recep- 
tion. Stanton approved the idea, and 
when Lincoln heard of it the great 
heart of the martyr president warmed 
to the plan at once. Baker was given 
a clerkship, in which he helped keep a 
record of the burial of the soldiers, and 
not a few of the perfect government 
files relating to the deaths and inter- 
ment of the men who fell for the Un- 
ion are due to his efforts. 


Lincoln knew well of Baker's un- 


selflsh work, and if the great roan had 
lived the services of the humble clerk 
would have been acknowledged. 
As 


it was, little or nothing was known of 
Baker's work until his own death call- 
ed attention to the part he had pifiyed. 
So assiduous had been bis efforts in 
behalf of establishing national ceme- 
teries that for a time he was regarded 
as Insane on the subject. Lincoln was 
almost the only one who understood 
him, and that great tiiend of the com- 
mon soldier spoke frequently of the 
bumble clerk and in the warmest 
terms. If republics are truly not un- 
grateful. Thomas Brougham paker wil) 
be remembered ou this Memorial day 
and on all succeeding ones. 


Few realize the Jabor entailed on 


those who make the monuments found 
in the national and other cemeteries 
Tvhere lie oar soldier dead. 
Of late 


years the process has been much sim- 
plified by the uye of machinery. In- 
stead of the old laborious method of 
mallet and chisel compressed air Is 
now emplo3red to drive tie bit that cuts 
the stone. 
The power is applied 


through a long rubber tube, at the end 
of which the bit works, This given 
mnch greater speed than the old way, 
nor is It so wearing upon the workmen. 


Years ago the late President JIcKln- 


ley recommended that the graves of 
the southern soldiers be Included In the 
national cemeteries or at least that 
the states be assisted In caring foe 
them. While no very great results have 
come from these large hearted at- 
tempts as yet, the day seems rapidly 
approaching when something practical 
will be done toward realizing the end 
that the third of the martyr presidents 
had to view. Bills to this effect have 
been introduced in the present session 
of congress. That the bitterness of sec- 
tionalism has passed away is shown by 
no body of men more than by the sur- 
viving solfliei's on botl) sides. They 
learned to respect each other, even on 
the battlefield, and after the conflict 
was over that respect mellowed Into 
love. If they can forgive and forgot, 
ivhy should not all others be equally 
generous and magnanimous? There 
was no question of north and smith 
among the soldiers of the Spanish v,-;ir.

Making Bread With Sen V.'iKer, 
At one time sea water was used hi 


some English seaside places when mak- 
ing bread. Even now ^ illumes along the 
coast line of France utilise it. Fresh 
rain or spring water is only used for 
the leaven, pure sea water being exclu- 
sively employed for |fie making and 
mixing of the dough. By this method 
no mineral or table salt requires to be 
added, the natural salt water giving 
the bread the necessary degree of sa- 
linity. But, though sea water does ad- 
mirably for breadmaking, when ap- 
plied to other culinary purposes the 
result is a disagreeable failure. The 
wheaten bread produced by it, how- 
ever, is excellent and of great hygienic 
value. The chloride ^f magnesium, 
which imparts the acrid taste to sea 
water, Is decomposed in the beating 
and therefore does not convey its origi- 
nal disagreeable taste to the bread, 
while the common salt, of course, per- 
manently retains all its characteristic 
saline properties. The. mineral sub- 
stances left in the baked bread are con- 
sidered to be of the nature of very mild 
regulating medicines.—London Mall.

In other 
trades the working hours were often 
from 4 In the morning till 9 at night 
or from 3 to 10. Workers in the same 
metier generally lived together in the 
same street, but the maitre artisan 
had his own maison. The ground floor 
was his shop or workshop; above was 
his bedroom, which was also the sit- 
ting and eating room; a small room ad- 
joining accommodated his children, and 
above was a garret where various 
commodities were stored. — Brisson's
